He has presented programs about his col- 
lections and exhibited at VANPEX. Not a few 
members have received gifts of Swiss stamps 
and covers from Fritz. 


Some of Fritz’s significant contributions 
have been behind the scenes: He regularly 
drives far out of his way to provide rides to 
other members, and is the unofficial “main- 
tenance engineer” for our exhibition frames.

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Why you should exhibit at VANPEX 2013 — by Bob Ingraham 


ou are cordially invited to exhibit at 
VANPEX 2013, scheduled for Sept. 20- 
21 at West Burnaby United Church. 


What? You won't exhibit? Why not!? Oh. I see. 
You won’t exhibit because you don't want to be 
restricted by exhibiting rules. Because you don't 
want to be judged. Because your collection isn't 
good enough. 


A few years ago I would have agreed with you, 
but then a friend suggested that letters I had sent 
to my family from Vietnam in 1966 could be the 
basis of an interesting exhibit. She was right. 


In 2007, I won a silver medal at VANPEX for 
my one-frame exhibit, 37 Days in Vietnam — A 
Hospital Corpsman's Story. My exhibit taught 
me a lot about the philately of the Vietnam War 
era, and led to the development of what is now a 
large, world-wide collection of stamps and cov- 
ers related to the war. And I learned these useful 
facts about exhibiting: 


e Exhibits are not limited to rare and expen- 
sive items. 

Traditionally, stamp exhibitions highlighted the 
rarest and most expensive stamps and covers. 
Over the years, however, our hobby has ma- 
tured. Rare and expensive items still turn some 
judges' heads, but almost any material, including

non-philatelic material, exhibited in 
new ways, will be well received. 


e Exhibitors can ignore rules. 
Traditionally, exhibitors were encour- 
aged to mount only philatelic items, on 
white or ivory exhibit sheets. Today, 
exhibitors are allowed to mount almost 
anything on paper of their choice. My 
Vietnam exhibit was mounted on green 
paper and included several photos and 
picture postcards. (The image at the 
right shows a sheet from the exhibit.) 


e Exhibiting isn't about medals. 
Medals are nice to receive, but exhib- 
iting isn't about medals. It's about the 
meaning of philately. An album page 
displaying only stamps or a cover or 
two, with no explanation and kept for- 
ever in a closet, is the equivalent of an 
untranslated Dead Sea scroll — full of 
potential but seldom seen and not fully 
appreciated. Like those old scrolls, our 
collections have worthwhile stories to 
tell us, but only if we bring them into 
the light of day. 


Oh. About those judges: judges just offer opin- 
ions, which you might or might not agree with. 
So what? In the end, you are the best judge of
